He moves in no higher ſphere 
than that of a humble Mechanic; his Father 
being an induſtrious Frameworkknitter, and 
having carefully trained up his numerous 
Offspring in the ſame Art. It pleafed the 
Armicurty to impreſs his mind, in early life, 
with an awful ſenſe of Death, Judgement, and 
eternal Things, which took its riſe from a par- 
ticular incident. His Mother, who was a 


ſerious and devout perſon, and {ſomewhat en- 
lightened in the Dottrines of the Goſpel, hap- 
pened to be one day converſing with him; 
and to affect his young and tender Mind,

The Spirit of God power- 
fully accompanied the Words home to his 
Heart, which left ſuch deep and weighty Im- 
preſhons as have never ſince been entirely 
eraſed. He immediately entered on a con- 
ſcientious courſe of religious Duties, but 
from pharaſaic or ſelf-righteous Motives ; 
till by little and little, after many years of 
patient waiting, and diligent enquiry, he at- 
tained, in ſome meaſure to the knowledge of 
the Truth; having learned to put his ſoledepen- 
dence on the free, boundlefs Grace of the once 
offended, but now reconciled Deity ; and to

Altho' he had now 
entered into a matrimonial Engagement, and 
his Family began to increaſe upon his hands, 
which he wholly maintained by honeſt labour, 
{till having fipped a little at the Pierian Spring, 
his uncloyed appetite and natural reliſh, in- 
cited him to take a deeper draught ; and the 
reſult of his indefatigable Lucubrations are 
reſpettfully ſubmitted to an indulgent Public.
